Al¬ 
together the carnival company carries over 100 railroad cars of assorted 
riding devices, shows and personnel. 

CHILDREN’S PARADE —The Exhibition opens Monday with a 
Children’s Parade at 10.30 a.m. Boasting one hundred floats depicting 
many scenes from the children’s world of fantasy, the mile-long parade 
annually attracts thousands of visitors and residents. 

BASEBALL —This year, as in other years, eight teams from out¬ 
side the City of Saskatoon will take part in a baseball tournament. As 
in the past, the tournament will provide the best baseball likely to be 
seen in Saskatchewan this year. 

FIREWORKS —Each evening a dazzling display of fireworks at the 
conclusion of the grandstand performance. 

TRAVELLERS’ DAY PARADE —Friday of Fair Week the Travel¬ 
lers’ Day Parade, which annually attracts upwards of 50,000 people, 
will get under way at 10 a.m. Floats, clowns, bands will delight on¬ 
lookers while the two-hour parade winds its way through the city. 

OLD TIMERS’ REUNION —The Old Timers’ Cabin on the Fair 
Grounds will be a busy spot during Exhibition Week as pioneers gather 
to swap stories and tell tales of yester years.

Tickets are $1.00 each and sold on the grounds 
during Exhibition Week. 
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TRACKLESS TRAINS —Transportation on the grounds will be pro¬ 
vided by trackless trains operating from the admission gates to various 
parts of the grounds. 

INFORMATION BOOTH —This booth, where information concern¬ 
ing any event on the grounds may be obtained, is located in front of 
the Administration Building. 

PUBLICITY MEDIA —On the grounds will be located The Star- 
Phoenix Office and attached playground for children and rest rooms 
for ladies. Radio Station CFQC broadcasts the races daily and provides 
a welcome tent where, if you are weary from walking, you can rest 
a while. Radio Station CKOM broadcasts daily and nightly from the 
grounds and stages free musical programs. CFQC-TV brings you 
glimpses of the exciting moments in racing and shots of interesting 
scenes and characters. 

TURKEY CENTRE —This is an educational display under the 
grandstand showing the value of the Turkey Industry and the many 
delectable ways turkey, as a food product, can be served. 

PHOTOGRAPHIC SALON —This Salon is housed under the Grand¬ 
stand and will contain the cream of photographic endeavor in Western 
Canada during the past year. 

FINE ARTS —Western artists, professional and amateur, will dis¬ 
play their talents in open competition in oil and watercolors. The Art 
Building is located on Wilson Street. 

GARDEN PATH —The Saskatoon Horticultural Society and the 
Saskatoon Beautiful Committee combine to present a most beautiful 
and interesting display which will be found under the grandstand. 

NATIONAL FILM BOARD OF CANADA— Films will be shown 
dealing with all aspects of Canadian life. Special film “A Lake For the 
Prairies”, showing the need for and work on the South Saskatchewan 
Dam, will be featured. 

MACHINERY ROW —A display of the newest and finest in farm 
machinery. 

GENERAL EXHIBITS —Under this heading are included Women’s 
Work and School Work housed in the Provincial Government Building; 
the Dairy Educational Exhibit in the Dairy Building; the Commercial 
exhibits in the Jubilee Building and under the Grandstand; the Horti¬ 
culture and Field Husbandry exhibits under the Grandstand. All patrons 
at the Fair will find these exhibits interesting and educational.

A new location costing $70,000 has been 
provided for the housing of the Youth Centre program. It will be located 
in the north end of the Exhibition Stadium. 

LIVESTOCK —This feature of the Exhibition is mentioned last, 
not because it is less important but because we wish to emphasize, as a 
last reminder, that livestock is the main justification for holding an 
Agricultural Exhibition. This year, as in the past, livestock will hold 
the spotlight. The Parade of Champions Thursday afternoon, a unique 
feature found only at the Saskatoon Exhibition, and the Mammoth 
Livestock Parade Thursday evening, in front of the Grandstand, will 
be memorable occasions for Thursday visitors.

1. All department or class rules appearing throughout this Prize 
List take precedence over general rules. 

2. The Board of Directors’ decision with respect to the interpreta¬ 
tion of all rules will be final. 

3. The Exhibition will be open to the public from Monday, July 23rd, 
until Saturday night, July 28th.

4. No exhibit can be removed or decoration taken down until the 
close of the Exhibition, without permission of the Manager. 

5. An Exhibitor making an entry, by so doing, agrees to the rules 
and regulations printed herein or afterwards made by the Directors for 
the government of the Exhibition. 

6. Competition is open to all comers except where otherwise 
specified. 

7. All entries must be on the printed form supplied for that purpose. 
The particulars called for on the entry forms must be fully supplied, 
and written in clear, legible writing and properly signed by the Exhib¬ 
itor or by his duly authorized agent. In case of purebred animals it is 
absolutely essential that the correct record numbers be given. 

8. In all cases where Certificates of Registration are required these 
must be produced to the Director in Charge before the judging takes 
place. In the Get of Sire and Progeny of Dam Classes. Certificates of 
Registration must be produced to establish that the animals are by the 
same Sire, or out of the same Dam. 

9. Livestock exhibitors are permitted to enter and show up to three 
entries in any one class except for the following: Cattle classifications: 
only one entry in any of the group classes: Sheep classification; up to 
two entries in the classes for single animals and only one entry in the 
group classes; Swine classification; only one entry in each of the Senior 
and Junior Herd classes. All livestock shown in groups must have been 
shown in classes for single animals. 

10. Rules with respect to the number of entries allowed in any one 
class by any one exhibitor in departments other than livestock will be 
found in the special rules pertaining to that department. 

11. The entry fee must in all cases be forwarded with the entry. 
Fees must be sent by Money Orders, Bank Drafts, or Accepted Cheques 
on Saskatoon.

12. All exhibits must be the bona fide property of the Exhibitors 
or Exhibitor. 

13. Exhibits which have been erroneously entered may, at the 
discretion of the Judge and Director in Charge, be transferred to the 
proper classes previous to the judging. If such classes have been judged 
they shall not be re-judged. 

14. In all cases the right is reserved to reject entirely, or accept 
conditionally, any entry or application; and under no circumstances 
will exhibits which are offensive by reason of their odor or appearance, 
or which are dangerous by reason of their combustible or explosive 
character, be admitted. 

15. Exhibitors will please take notice that it is absolutely required 
that the entries be made on or before the date mentioned in order to 
afford sufficient time to examine entry papers. 

16. No claim for injury to any person or property shall ever be 
asserted nor suit instituted or maintained against the Saskatoon In¬ 
dustrial Exhibition Limited, its officers or their agents, by or on behalf 
of any visitor, or any person, firm or corporation, or their agents, rep¬ 
resentatives, servants or employees, having licence of privilege to exhibit 
on the Fair Grounds or occupying any space thereon. 

17. One week before the Exhibition, exhibitors or their agents and 
workmen will be admitted to the grounds and buildings for the purpose 
of making preparatory structures or getting machinery and implements 
into position. 

18. All exhibits, including all Livestock and Industrial Exhibits, 
must be on the grounds and in place by 10 a.m., July 23rd, unless other¬ 
wise stated. 

19. All animals on arrival at the grounds may be subjected to 
veterinary inspection. No animal known to have a contagious disease 
shall be allowed to occupy any stall or building on, or be admitted to, 
the Exhibition Grounds and if any animal has been admitted, through

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an oversight, suffering from any such disease the committee shall 
immediately order its removal from the grounds. 

20. No exhibits of Agricultural Products will be admitted with 
marks, names or initials thereon showing ownership. 

21. All property of every description entered for competition or 
display or any other purpose (or being anywhere in the Exhibition 
Grounds) shall be subject to the control of the Directors or Manager, 
but in no case shall the Exhibition Company, Directors or Manager, or 
any of them, be held responsible for any loss, damage or injury of any 
kind to any such property, while same is on Exhibition Grounds or at 
any other time or place. If property owners or others interested in 
property desire protection against loss, damage or injury from fire or 
from any other cause, they must make their arrangements therefor. 
Though the Board will take reasonable precautions to ensure the safety 
of articles sent to the Exhibition, should any article be injured, lost or 
stolen, the Board will give all the assistance in its power towards the 
recovery of the same, but will not make any payment for loss or damage. 

22. All freight and express charges must be prepaid by the Exhib¬ 
itor; otherwise the exhibit will not be accepted. 

23. Articles not accompanied by their owners may be addressed 
to the Manager, who will receive them on their being delivered at the 
grounds at the expense of the owner or authorized agent. 

24. At the close of the Exhibition, and at the hours appointed for 
the withdrawal of exhibits, exhibitors are required to take charge of 
same promptly and remove them at their earliest convenience. 

25. Good buildings are provided upon the grounds for livestock. 
Straw will be supplied free for first bedding only. Water will be sup¬ 
plied without charge, from the opening to the close of the Exhibition, so 
that the stock may be taken to the grounds immediately on their arrival. 

26. All horses and cattle will be shown in the ring, and Exhibitors 
must be ready to bring them out when called upon. 
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27. All animals shall be well halter broken. No premiums shall be 
awarded to exhibits not complying- with this rule. 

28. The Directors in Charge may request that any animal be pro¬ 
duced for review or other purposes at any time during the Exhibition. 
Any Exhibitor or attendant refusing or neglecting to bring such animal 
out as directed shall forfeit his entry fees and any premiums which 
may have been awarded to him. 

29. Exhibitors or their attendants are prohibited from using coal 
or oil stoves or hot plates or fire of any kind in the Livestock Buildings, 
Parties violating this rule will have their exhibits removed from the 
grounds. 

30. All stock at owner's risk from fire or other causes. 

31. Judges will award prizes only to deserving exhibits. 

32. Prize money will be paid to the exhibitor whose name appears 
on the entry form. 

33. Any person who shall attempt to interfere with or influence 
the Judges while in the discharge of their duties, or shall at any time, 
on premises of the Association, use any contemptuous or abusive lang¬ 
uage to any Judge, or within his hearing, in consequence of any award 
made by him, or any Exhibitor refusing to accept any award made by 
a Judge, shall forfeit his right to any premiums to which he might 
otherwise be entitled. Judges are particularly requested to report any 
breach of this rule. 

34. All protests shall be made in writing and accompanied by a 
deposit of an amount equal to the first prize in the class hi which the 
exhibit was judged, which deposit shall be forfeited if protest is not 
sustained. Said protest shall state plainly the cause of the complaint 
or appeal and shall be filed with the Secretary the same day as the 
decision complained of is made. Such protest shall be dealt with by the 
Committee in charge of the Department in which protest is made as 
they may deem best, and their decision shall be final. In the event of 
the Committee being unable to come to a decision the protest shall be 
dealt with by the full Board of Directors. 

35. Where a protest is to be made against the competition of any 
animal or article in any class, notice of the same should be filed with 
the Secretary before the class is passed upon, that the Judge may be 
instructed to place a reserve award and that premiums may be properly 
distributed in the event of the protest being sustained. 

36. Any Exhibitor may be required by the Executive to make a 
statutory declaration that the exhibits made by him are shown in 
accordance with the rules and regulations governing the Exhibition. 
Should any Exhibitor refuse to make such declaration on being re¬ 
quested, he or she will forfeit all premiums awarded on the exhibit in 
doubt. 

37. All prize ribbons or cards which have been awarded must be 
displayed during the Exhibition. Colors of Prize Ribbons: 1st, Red; 
2nd, Blue; 3rd, White; 4th, Yellow; 5th, Green; 6th, Pink; Champion, 
Royal Purple; Grand Champion, Tri-Color; Reserve, Lilac. 

38. All Exhibitors must submit to the requirements of the Judges 
or their animals will be ruled out. 

39. The Exhibitors are expected to obey the Directors in charge 
promptly in producing their stock, when instructed to do so. Stock 
must be in the ring within ten minutes after the class is called and it 
will be taken for granted that any person failing to comply with this 
rule is not an Exhibitor for the premium offered. 

NOTE.—No person other than the Judge, the Directors in charge, 
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the clerk and one attendant for each animal being judged shall be 
allowed in the Judging Ring. 

40. Any person found stabling an animal or animals on the grounds 
that have not been properly entered in the competitions, and whose 
stabling accommodation has not otherwise been arranged for, will be 
charged $5.00, and the said animals may be removed from the grounds 
by authority of the Manager. 

41. All stalls must be cleaned out before 7 a.m., so that refuse 
can be cleared away before the arrival of visitors. 

42. Exhibitors of livestock must keep the space in the rear of their 
stalls clear and clean, and all offal must be thrown where indicated by 
the Superintendent or his assistants. 

43. Each Director of a Department is charged with caring for and 
reading the Judge's book of his department with the awards duly and 
properly entered therein, as it is only upon this record that prizes can 
be paid. Each book must be signed by the Judge immediately upon the 
awarding of the prizes. Judges are directed to note any exceptions in 
the Judge’s book. 

44. When respectfully requested to do so the Judges may give the 
reasons for their decisions. 

45. The Judges are particularly requested not to leave the grounds 
until they have ascertained that no protests against their awards have 
been made. 

46. Where there is no competition the Judges shall decide whether 
exhibit entered is entitled to the first or any prize. 

47. The breeder of the animal is the owner of the dam at the time 
she was served. 

48. ADMISSION FEES—To the Grounds: General Admission—50c; 
Children 6 years to 14 years, Tuesday to Saturday, 25c; Children up to 
6 years, Tuesday to Saturday, Free. Monday only, all Children 14 years 
and under, 10c. To the Grandstand: Afternoon—Adults $1.00; Children 
25c. Evenings—Tuesday to Saturday, all seats reserved, $2.00; $1.50 
and $1.00; Monday Evening, all seats rush, Adults $1.00; Children, 14 
years and under—25c. To Baseball Enclosure: General Admission—50c. 

49. PARKING OF CARS—Parking space will be arranged inside 
the Exhibition Park, with men in attendance, for which a charge of 
50c per car will be made. 

50. No pass out checks will be issued for either the grandstand or 
grounds. Persons leaving the grandstand or grounds will be required 
to pay on their return. 

51. A Livestock Exhibitor will be admitted to the grounds on 
presentation of the postcard, mailed to him acknowledging receipt of 
his entry, to enable him to get any tickets for himself and his attendants 
to which he is entitled under the rules. Thereafter admission can only 
be gained on presentation of Exhibitor tickets or by paying the regular 
admission price. 

52. A Livestock Exhibitor will receive one pass and attendants’ 
tickets will be issued as follows: Heavy Horses, one for every three. 
Cattle, one for every herd of six. Sheep and Swine, one for every herd 
or flock. Attendants’ tickets are not issued in any department other 
than those mentioned above. 

53. A Livestock Exhibitor paying entry fees of $3.00 or over will 
be issued one weekly pass to the grounds. Other Livestock Exhibitors 
will be issued daily drop tickets sufficient to enable them to take part 
in the competitions they have entered. 

54. Exhibitors paying entry fees of $3.00 or over, in departments 
other than above specified, one drop ticket free.
